A control system (100) for minimally invasive surgery, and more particularly, 
for laser surgery using infrared laser (140) is provided. A feedback mechanism 
is provided to obtain thermographic information from the targeted site (110) and 
a processor (235) uses this thermographic information to monitor and control 
input parameters, including air flow, suction, and laser beam parameters.
